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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 



Claims 1-8 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b) 
as being drawn to a nonelected group, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. 
Election was made in the reply filed on 10/18/2004. 

Drawings 

New drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in this 
application because the drawings are informal. Applicant is advised to employ the 
services of a competent patent draftsperson outside the Office, as the U.S. Patent and 
Trademark Office no longer prepares new drawings. The corrected drawings are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The 
requirement for corrected drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 9, 10, 13-17 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Cruickshank et al. (6,522,738). 
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As to claim 9, Cruicksliank teaches a web site control system comprising: 
Generating an object data where the object data include dictated speech; and 
Receiving a tone and the text and Converting the tone and the text to generate 
mark-up document and command (HTML, XML file) (Fig.7; Col.9, lines 41-55; 
abstract). 

("In S812 server system 100 receives, through speech or DTMF tones, or a combination of the 
tw/o, object data that is associated with the object type selected in S804 or S808. This obiect data may, 
for example, include text generated by server system 100 from the speech of the user: the position on the 
web page based on numbers indicated by DTMF tones generated by the telephone station apparatus .. ." ) 

as to claim 1 0, Cruickshank teaches a DTMF tone recognition software (504) for 

the purpose of generating the mark-up page from the tones. 

As to claim 13, Cruickshank teaches a source for generating the tones (108); 

as to claims 14-15, Cruickshank teaches where the document include HTML, 
SGML, XML and other mark up documents (Col. 12, lines 18-20) and converting speech 
(recorded) into text. 

Claims 16-17 and 20 are analogous to the claims above and are rejected for the 
foregoing reasons by Cruickshank. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 11-12 and 18-19 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
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The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: Cruickshank doesn't teach where the mark-up file generator receives context 
information and selectively convert the tones based on the context information as 
recited.
